T he Central Intelligence Agency is charged with the 
coordination of the foreign intelligence activities of the 
United States. The original material which you handed to 
Mr. Pforshelaer, and which I acknow ledged unde r date of 
7 January, insofar as it dealt with | activities 25X1 

and knowledge in certain countries abroad, was extremely 
welcome. However, Public Lew 253 of the Both Congress, 
which established the Central Intelligence Agency, specific- 
ally excludes us from activities of a police or internal 
security nature. This type of work comes exclusively under 
the jurisdiction of the ^federal Bureau of Investigation. 

I ms vew sorry that agr letter of 7 January did not draw 
this distinction more clearly. 

I have had translated the material stoich you forwarded 
to am under date of 24 January, and find that it deals ex- 
clusively with Internal security matters, and therefore 
should he brought to the attention of the PBI. If 1 have 
your permission, I will send the original and our transla- 
tion to the Director of the FBI for his action. 



May I again express ny appreciation for your interest 
in our work, sad repeat that we would he most happy to have 
any material which may come to your attention regarding 
foreign countries and areas, but we are precluded by law 
from handling material of an internal security nature.
